Collection by Marvin Chauncey Ross, Bulletin of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art , vol. 11, no. 4, December 1961, 20 pages, 9 illustrations. This 
was printed by the H. K. Press in an edition of 3,500 at $805. Including 
the fee to Mr. Ross, the total cost was $955. The copies sell at 50p 
a piece. 

The Civil War: The Artists* Record by Hermann Warner Williams, Jr. was pub¬ 
lished in conjunction with the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. It was 
printed by the Meriden Gravure Company, Meriden, Connecticut: 267 pages, 
162 black and white illustrations, 6 color plates. The Corcoran Gallery 
assumed responsibility for 2,000 copies at a cost of $6,031.84. Mr. and 
Mrs. Lansdell K. Christie contributed $5,000 towards this expense.

Two oriental rugs in the Clark Collection (26.286 and 26,293) were cleaned, 
reinforced and lined by Karekin Beshir, New York, at a cost of $950.

The Corcoran School of Art 
Quarterly Report 
1 October 31 December 1962 

The last quarter of 1962 found the Art School actively partici¬ 
pating in the expansion of its facilities and increasing the scope of 
its curriculum. Although the new developments in great part were 
limited to the new Ceramics Department because of its good fortune in 
acquiring a sizeable grant, a strong attempt at rehabilitating the en¬ 
vironment of the entire school is continuing. The first step in this 
respect was the repainting of the school office and gallery space in 
a clean, light gray color. A request has also been made for a fund 
to be budgeted as of 1 January 1963 for painting, lighting and general 
rehabilitation of the school throughout. 

Our plans for a long-term program include rehabilitating the 
school plant, strengthening the faculty, improving the curriculum, 
and increasing the school enrollment to meet the needs of the local 
community. Our planning program envisions the very strong probability 
that additional studio space will be required to house more students as 
the school grows. Since we have just about reached the limit of prac¬ 
tical expansion into the gallery proper we are faced with the inevitable 
need to give serious . consideration to the addition of a new wing to 
the present school structure.

Support for the latter development or for a substantial program 
of rehabilitation would have to come from the following possible 
sources: 

Alumni Friends of the School 

Foundations Public at large 

Government Grants 

In this respect we are presently going through our school records se¬ 
lecting the names of all those who were students at the Corcoran 
School within the past ten years. This list will become our basic 
alumni record to be used to arouse interest, sympathy, and support 
for the school as has been successfully done at most colleges and uni¬ 
versities. 

A study is being made of all the foundations listed in the Russell 
Sage "Foundation Directory" with the intent of listing all those that 
could be of use to the school. A second step would be to then plan 
a program of appeal to those foundations chosen as the most likely to 
show an interest in our needs. The end result we're reaching for is 
a monetary gift of generous substance. 

We are also planning to explore the possibility of raising funds 
from governmental agencies which on occasion can be liberal in their 
support of educational institutions. 

Possible help from friends and the public is also of interest to 
us. 

We have had no staff changes in the last quarter. Peter Thomas, 
who joined our regular teaching staff in the Fall of 1962, turned out 
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It will be of interest to note that in our three school sessions

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report on activi¬ 
ties and progress of this department covering the period from October 1 through De¬ 
cember 31, 1961. 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

A pronounced increase of memberships is apparent when comparing the figures with 
those of the same period in I960. Total membership on December 31, 1961 was 2,312: 
December I960 concluded with 2,01 j 5 Members. The gain for the period is 267* Mem¬ 
bership income was $£ 0 , 070.20 £ or 196 ]^ whereas it was $1*9,14*2.37 in I960, an in¬ 
crease of $627.83 in 1961. 

y 

During the fourth quater of I960 the Association of the Corcoran Gallery acquired 
33!? new memberships, but there was a drop of 373 members at the end of that period. 
In 1961 the Gallery added U20 new members for the same period and only dropped 2£2 
memberships. It is even more significant that most of the dropped memberships in 
1961 were in the lower categories and that there is a definate trend for members to 
renew in a higher category, indicating that the program and privileges offered and 
the general increase of interest in the Gallery has produced results. 

It is furthermore expected that a small membership drive, in connection with the 
opening of the Art Rental Service of the Corcoran Gallery, scheduled for the end of 
February, will produce additional interest and new members. 

A detailed report on Membership, covering the period is attached. 

2. ART SCHOOL STORE 


The Store, conducted by Max Leason, shows increased volume in sales. Gross income 
during the period from October 1 through December 31, 1961 was $7,^88.69 compared 
to $7,017.72 for the same quater in I960. 

Total gross income for 1961 was $23,802.08, v/hereas the total for the identical 
period in I960 was $16,788.69, an increase of $7,018.39« 

More adequate and convenient storage space is still desirable to speed up operation 
of the Store. 
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3. PUBLICATIONS DESK 


Sales at the Publications Desk have improved which may be attributed mainly to 
an increase in volume of sales of Christmas cards, Alva museum reproductions and 
art books. The selection of Christmas cards was greatly expanded. A student 
from the Art School was hired as part-time clerk to assist the receptionist fill¬ 
ing the orders at peak hours. 

It is contemplated in the near future to introduce a wider selection of good art 
books. It might speed up operations and add to the turn-over if part-time help 
could be obtained from the Art School during weekends in the spring and fall 
months. 

It has been decided to discontinue dealing with the current supplier of color 
slides and to have original slides of works in the Gallery’s collection made by 
Mr. Victor Amato. This should considerably improve the quality of slides avail¬ 
able to the public and make them more desirable to educational institutions and 
collectors. 

Gross income at the Publications Desk for the period October 1 through December 
31 , 1961 was $7,383.UO compared to ftli,362.1*9 for the same period in I960, repre¬ 
senting an increase of £3,Oit2.91. 

U. TRAVELING EXHIBITIONS 


During the period covered by this report it was found more practical to have the 
Traveling Exhibitionshandled by the Registrar, since almost all operations con¬ 
nected with the circulating of these exhibitions have to go through that office.

6. PUBLICITY 


The effect of the Gallery's expanded publicity efforts were noticable during the 
period covered by this report. 15 releases were issued to the local and national 
press resulting in 38 articles and notices in the local papers with a color story 
appearing in the Washington Post magazine, Potomac (Civil War). The Civil War Ex¬ 
hibition was also mentioned in a Hagerstown, Maryland paper and in October in the 
publication circulated by the Civil War Centennial Commission. In addition to 
these, the Manchester Guardian and the New York Daily News have prepared illustrat¬ 
ed articles of this exhibition and the National Geographic magazine has taken a 
number of photographs of the Civil War show to be used at a later date. A list of 
releases sent out and their results are attached. 

7. ART RENTAL SERVICE 


It is now planned to open the Art Rental Service of the Corcoran Gallery the last 
week in February 1962. Thirteen prominent New York dealers have expressed their 
willingness to lend approximately 190 works of art by artists they represent. 

Some additional 15>0 works will be selected from local dealers. Gallery 1*2 on the 
main floor was reserved as the location for the Art Rental Service. Storage cab¬ 
inets for the works are currently being made here to house the art works which are 
scheduled to arrive from New York about January 30th. 

8. ATTENDANCE 


As anticipated in the previous report, attendance has shown a slight drop due to the 
fact that Art School students are no longer admitted through the main entrance. At¬ 
tendance figures are as follows:

2. The Friends of The Corcoran Gallery of Art*s offer of the unrestricted 
gifts of a painting Tout Terr ib lem ent by Victor Brauner from Mr. and Mrs. "William 
Fineshriber, Jr. and a lithograph Pop e John XXIII by Peter Hirsch from Mr. George 
L. Erion. 

The Director reported that Mr. Bradley had advised him that Mr. and Mrs. 
Calvert Carey had bequeathed the following three works of art to the Gallery 
under their Will. 

1. La Jeune Fille aux Yeux Bleus (oil) by Amedeo Modligliani. 

2. Cary atid (drawing) by Amedeo Modligliani. 

3. Still L ife (oil) by Andre Duuoyer de Segonzac. 

The Director further advised the Committee that there was a possibility 
of one or more of the works being offered by the Careys as a gift to the Gal- 
lery during the year 1962 subject to a life estate. Victor Spark, who appraised 
the three works, has valued them at a total of $67,000. 

The Director submitted two drawings by Everett Shinn, Girl o n Couch and 
Piping Rock Club , valued respectively at $150 and $125 and photographs of two 
drawings by Paval Tchelitchew with the suggestion that if approved by the Com¬ 
mittee, the Women*s Committee be approached to see if one or more of these 
might be purchased as a gift to the Gallery from the Winthrop Fuad grant to the 
Women*s Committee for this pucpose. The Committee approved the acquisition of 
any one or more of the works submitted. 

The Committee approved Mr. Warren Howell*s offer to purchase two water*- 
colors of views of San Francisco by Richard Brydges Beechey at $5,000 for the 
pair less a commission of 5% to Victor Spark who submitted the offer to the 
Gallery. 

The Director reported Mr. James Fosburg*s inquiry regarding the possible 
sale of surplus paintings to the White House Art Committee. 

The Committee considered two possible future purchases and took the fol¬ 
lowing action. It decided against considering the acquisition of an anonymous 
American(?) 18th century portrait of a Mrs. Bishop offered at $750 by Doll and 
Richards of Boston. 


It approved the Directors recommendation that the painting Girl in White 
by Gari Melchers be purchased in principle. The Gallery is presently negotiat¬ 
ing with the owner, Mrs. M. Veldman-Halff of Amsterdam, Holland. 

The Committee took the following action regarding requests for loans 
requiring Board approval. It recommends that the Board grant the Baltimore 
Museum of Art*s request for the loan of Woman with a D og by Mary Cassatt for 
an exhibition from April 17 through June 3, 1962. 

It recommends again granting the request of the Atlanta Art Association 
Galleries* for the loan of Le Colisee Vu des Jardines Fabrese by Jean Baptiste 
Camille Corot in the Clark Collection. 













Preliminary consideration was given to the establishment of a new class 
in ceramics which the Art School would like to see aided to the curriculum. 

A prospectus outlining the requirements and the costs prepared by Richard C. 
Lafean, who would be the instructor, by the direction of the Committee is 
being enclosed herewith for study prior to the Annual Meeting. Members of 
the Women*s Committee who have been approached informally have indicated in¬ 
terest in making it a Women*s Committee project. It is also possible that 
the Meyer Foundation might be interested in it. 

The Director reported that progress was being made to rectify dissatis¬ 
faction on the part of the Art Department of The George Washington University 
with the Art School*s method of instruction, especially noting the desirability 
of increasing the time for personal instruction and of establishing a co-ordinated 
progressive curriculum. 

Approval was given to the Director to continue negotiations with the Ford 
Foundation with respect to the 28th Biennial and the purchase of works of art 
for the Gallery through the Foundations program. 

The following jurors for the 28th Biennial were also approved. David 
Rockefeller, collector; Gordon Smith, Director, Albright-Knox Gallery of Art; 

Franz Kline, artist. Alternates: Roy Neuberger, collector; Bartlett Hayes, 
Director, Addison Gallery of American Art; George L. K. Morris, artist. 

Consideration of charging an admission fee of 50£ to the Biennial Exhibition 
was referred to the Board for action. 

The Committee also recommended that the Friends of the Corcoran undertake 
to purchase one or more paintings from the 28th Biennial. 

A discussion ensued on the acquisitions offered by the Friends, especially 
with respect to the apparent emphasis on quantity and the fact that the Director 
had not been given an opportunity to freely discuss with the Friends the matter 
of selection of items offered at a sufficiently early time. It was decided that 
Mr. Hamilton should write the President of the Friends a letter to rectify this 
situation. A copy of this letter is attached hereto. 

The Committee approved the purchase of works from the 15th Area Exhibition 
up to a total of $1,000 subject to the concurrence of the President and the 
Chairman of the Committee. The Director reported that $577.50 had been donated 
for this purpose and that the balance could be ear-marked from entry fees on hand. 

The Director also reported that the Ford Foundation had established a pro¬ 
gram to help art museums publish catalogues of their permanent collections on 
a matching fund basis and that it would consider applications for grants in 
March of 1962. He stated that he would submit applications for one or more 
grants and that possibly the Women*s Committee might be interested in supplying 
funds to match the Ford Foundation grant, if the Gallery*s budget would not 
make it possible to provide the money out of funds on hand. 

Text for a plaque in recognition of the Women*s Committee*s rennovation 
of the auditorium was considered. It was decided that the Director should 
compose the text, which should mention The Board of Trustees. 



The Committee approved an. exhibition An Anthology of American 20th 
Century Painting and Sculpture tentatively scheduled for the spring of 
1963. 

The Director reported the agreement between the Museum of Fine Arts, 
acting also for the Corcoran Gallery, with Beacon Press on the commercial 
edition of The Civil War; The Artists* Record . This agreement provides for 
the payment of royalties to the Gallery on the basis of 66 2/3% on a 5% 
royalty on the edition of 2,000 copies, the retail price of the edition 
being $12.50 per unit. 33 1/3% of the royalties will accrue to the benefit 
of the Museum of Fine Arts. 

The Director also reported that he had completed oral negotiations 
with Clarkson Potter, Inc. for the joint publication of a paper bound 
catalogue and a hard cover commercial edition of the biography and catalgoue 
raisonne of the work of ’William Ranney. This will provide the Gallery with 
a 10% royalty on the commercial edition of 2,000 copies. The Gallery has 
undertaken to purchase from Potter 2,000 of the paper back copies which will 
be sold at the Gallery and go to the other museums participating in the exhibit 
tion. 


The Director reported that James N. Rosenberg had ordered one hundred 
copies of the Civil War catalogue as gifts to his friends. 

William Strickland has kept in touch with the Gallery on the matter of 
the proposed Corcoran Gallery Orchestra on which he is still optimistic. 
Nothing, however, of a concrete nature can be reported. 

The Committee has received no notification from Mrs. Edith Gregor Halpert 
as to when she might submit the draft of her proposed deed of gift transferring 
her collection to the Gallery. 

There being no fucther business, the meeting was adjourned at 12:30.

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Membership and Nominating : Mrs. Kerrick, chairman, presented the name 
of Mrs. Leonard Carmichael as circulated to the membership to fill the 
new office of corresponding secretary. It was so moved. 

The names of two new candidates for membership, Mrs. C. Leslie Glenn and 
Mrs. William R. Hunnicut, were presented for consideration, and letters 
proposing and seconding these candidates were read. Their names, as per 
the by-laws, will be voted upon at the next regular meeting. 

Director's Report ; Mr. Williams announced that the legalities involved 
in The Corcoran's acquisition of the Halpert collection would soon be com¬ 
pleted, with final papers due to be signed December 12th. 

Mr. Williams read a letter, dated September 8th, that he had received from 
President Kennedy in which he said, "I am hopeful that the collaboration 
between government and the arts will continue to prosper. Mrs. Kennedy 
and I would be particularly interested in any suggestions you may have in 
the future about possible contributions the national government might make 
to the arts of America." 

In response to Mrs. Dominick's question as to the progress of plans for the 
Art Rental Gallery, Mr. Williams stated that the rental gallery opening 
will be approximately January 15th and that it will be located in the large 
gallery across from the membership office. Paintings and sculpture ranging 
in value from $750.00 to $1,200.00 will be available for rental to gallery 
members for approximately $ 25.00 to $ 65-00 for a two-month period, the 
rental price to be applicable to purchase if desired. Two hundred paintings 
have been selected from New York, and the works of local artists will also 
be available. 

Art Tour : Mrs. Wilson, chairman, reported a net profit of $1,842.00 from 
the art tour held October 21st that included visits to one studio and six 
homes. Of this total, $800.00 was received from a separate closed tour 
arranged for a visiting delegation of Neuro-Surgeons. Mrs. Wilson thanked 
her large committee and expressed her disappointment that a very rainy day 
and conflicts in Corcoran publicity had cut the number of tickets sold. 

Great satisfaction, however, was expressed by many members who consider 
the pleasure the tour affords to art lovers far outweighs the effort, even 
if not always a great financial success. 

Mrs. Lippit expressed the thought that the success of the relatively effort¬ 
less closed tour for the surgeons might be repeated for other groups 
visiting Washington, showing private collections in the homes of our own 
members. 

Lecture Series : Mrs. Amram, chairman, reported that the Wednesday morning 
lecture series has been a sell out, and netting a total of $2,800. The 
next lecture will be the first held in the newly decorated auditorium. 
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Auditorium : Mrs. Denby, chairman, announced that the auditorium was in 
its last stages of completion. Her final report will be given when all 
bills are paid. 

Hospitality : Mrs. Denby gave Mrs. Sweeterman's report on The Women's 
Committee cocktail party for which invitations are in the mail for Monday, 
December 4th, at which time the auditorium will be formally shown to the 
Trustees, Press, and Officers of the Friends of The Corcoran. 

Mrs. Moorman, reporting for Mrs. Sweeterman, told of the two preview teas 
for the opening of the Bermudez and Perlmutter shows. 

Picture of the Month ; Mrs. Jarman announced that Mrs. Slidell has accepted 
the chairmanship and asks for cooperation in locating privately owned 
pictures to be shown. 

Dance Committee : Mrs. Jarman announced that Mrs. Graves, successful 
chairman of last spring's dance, has again taken on this responsibility 
with Mrs. Hensel as co-chairman. Mrs. Graves named her committee's members 
and told of plans for a Mardi Gras Ball to be held Friday, March 2nd. The 
dance will be patterned after last year's party, tickets to be $ 15.00 per 
person. A late buffet will be served with the music playing until 2 A.M. 

A minimum of 1,000 guests will dance to four orchestras throughout the 
galleries. 

Mrs. Jarman announced that a request has been made for volunteers to 
entertain the gallery speakers and musicians, particularly the members 
of the panel for the area show. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period October 1 through December 31, 1961. 

The work required in handling the many involved tasks in our 
special exhibition program took a good two-third 1 s of the time of our 
maintenance staff. 

Supplementing the work by the outside contractors in the art 
school proper and the art school extension included a great deal of re¬ 
painting by our men. Work in the art school extension conducted by 
subcontractors has been successfully completed at a total cost of 
$33,258.02 which includes the architect’s fee of $3,901.95- An important 
security measure has been added in the form of a burglar alarm system 
controlling the emergency exits at the fire tower, the exit to the back 
yard from the art school extension and the new exit on E Street. The 
system has been connected with an annunciator near the night watchman’s 
desk. 

The work done by outside contractors in and near the auditorium 
as outlined in the previous report also included all wiring in the room 
except the overhead lights. The total cost of this work came to $16,115.93 
including the architect’s fee of $3,231.06.

The major portion of the auditorium renovation sponsored by the 
Womens Committee has been completed and the auditorium is again in use. 

This work included replastering of the curved rear wall, complete repainting 
of walls and ceiling, carpeting of the floors, installation of new seats 
and new overhead lighting. The new arrangement of seating, incidentally, 
has reduced our capacity from 25>0 to 18U, a measure ordered by the 
Safety Inspector. 

On the stage itself, the two central columns have been removed 
to allow space for the projection screen which is simply painted on the wall. 
New cuistains have been installed which can be electrically operated from 
the booth. Minor items of decoration remain to be completed. The Women's 
Committee has not yet indicated the extent of the cost.
